Dublin, Dec. 21. —A tremendous sen- 
sation was caused in society and other cir- 
cles to-day by an attempt to shoot the Rev. 
Henry Melville, a young clergyman, was 
made by Capt. Dunne, formerly a gover- 
nor of Castle Bar jail anil an officer in the 
L'nion army during the American war. 
Captain Dunne charges Melville with 
having seduced his daughter while she 
was residing with Melville's wife, and 
after the discovery of illicit relations of 
the pair, Melville eloped with tne girl 
and went to the continent. They re- 
turned to England after a while and were 
discovered by Dunne in London. Mel- 
ville then lied to Ireland and was pur- 
sued by Dunne, ivho traced him to 
Dublin. While Melville was being driven 
in a cab to-day Dunne saw him and made 
a dash for t he vehicle, bring a revolver at 
ils occupant. Melville saw his assailant 
coining and held a cab rug in front of 
him, stopping the bullet. Dunne was 
arrested and committed for trial. Public 
sympathy is entirely in his favor. At 
the examination of Capt. Dunne, Melville 
testified that his real name was Peter 
lligginsi.il, and that be had been both 
customs clerk and horse dealer during his 
career. His first wife, whose maiden 
name was Janes, bail obtained a divorce 
from him in America, and be bad then 
married the widow of an author by the 
name of Whyte. Under the assumed 
name of Melville be was or- 
dained in the ministry in South 
Africa, but with the exception of the re- 
ligious services be bad conducted in his 
own household, he had performed no 
clerical duties. Widow Whyte was, when 
he married her, a wealthy woman and 
kept, one hundred servants. He admitted 
that be had been assaulted on two occa 
sums for insulting women and acknow- 
ledges he had seduced Dunne's daughter. 
She was not happy before be bad made 
love to her, he said, -but he hoped and be- 
lieved that be bad made her happy.

POSTM ASTER SHAKES? K A 1 ! E . 

We have to announce this morning tin 
resignation of Mr. N. Shakespeare, M.!'., 
junior member for this electoral district, 
in consequence of his acceptance of tin 
position of Postmaster of Victoria, ren- 
dered vacant by the superannuation ol 
the present incumbent, Mr. Itoberl 
Wallace. The latter gentleman, who is 
one of our oldest and best know n citizens, 
and who at one tune represented Van- 
couver district in the Commons, hiv- 
ing passed the age when superannuation 
follows in consequence of a recent de- 
cision of the (iovernmeiit in tho interests 
of the various dopai ttnonts, has been 
retired comfortably. His .successor 
has been well selected, for the choice 
was that of tho government, Mr. 
Shakespeare, we have reason to say, 
never having applied for the position per- 
sonally. His is a well known ligure in 
the history of British Columbia. Delias 
boon identified w ith its interests for many 
years, and has never failed to perform 
conscientiously all the duties devolving 
upon him as a citizen. He has been 
President of tho I!. (.'. Agricultural Asso- 
ciation, and during his term of oilier that 
body made great progress, largely owing 
to his individual exertions. He served in 
the municipal council for four years and* 
the people elevated him to the proud 
position of mayor in January, 1882. At 
the general elections of the same year lie 
was returned to parliament for the lil'sl 
time, and was reelected lust year. The 
fact that, he has occupied so many 
representative positions in the gill ol his 
fellow-citizens may be taken as a sufficient 
index of the esteem in which he is hold 
by them and of the confidence fell in his 
faithful discharge of any duties I hey 
might thrustupon him. That he has well 
and worthily borne oul in liis public con 
duct the good opinions formed of him is 
evidenced by his popularity as tested by 
tho votes of thu electors. In Parliament 
Mr. Shakespeare never failed to carry 
out tho programme which he laid down 
upon his entrance into public life. As 
thu friend of the working man he faith- 
lully fulfilled every pledge ho made to 
them and protected t heir inti [•• 
ests in every way in Ilia power. 
He never swerved from his anti-Chinese 
policy and never allowed an opportunity 
to go by when he could inako others see 
thu matter in the same light as he did 
himself. He did good service for Victoria 
in Parliament, in conjunction with his 
colleague Mr. linker, and though he was 
not prominent in debate he did effect ive 
work in committee and in attending to 
the interests of his constituents in the 
various departments.

Temporary buildings would 
of course bo erected for their reception, 
and the necessary surveys be made of 
their lots and farms, but each Crofter 
would be looked to to erect bis house, for 
which ample timber is available, and to 
recognize that while everything will bo 
done to aid him in his work, 
his success in the future must depend 
upon his own individual endeavors. 
To attain an honorable independence 
would thus be within the reach of each 
without the introduction of any pauper- 
ising element in the transaction. There 
would, moreover, be no severing of family 
and racial ties, inasmuch as the Crofter 
fishermen would he settled in Colonies 
with at least as gieat religious, educa- 
tional, and social advantages as they were 
accustomed to in their native land. The 
suggestion of Mr. Begg is that live or six 
Crofters, selected from estates on thu 
wost coast of Scotland, should visit the 
Colony next spring, and, with every possi- 
ble government assistance, make a careful 
inspection of the locations which may 
scum suited to the purposes of settlement, 
The Crofters at home would thus learn from 
tho mouths of their own representatives 
what are the prospects of life in the 
new settlements Mr. Begg is, however, 
awaiting the decision of the Imperial 
Government before proceeding to the 
Highlands to make tho necessary arrange 
inonts. The hope and expectation is that, 
seeing tho great distress now prevalent 
among the Crofters, and seeing the pecu- 
liar suitability of British Columbia to 
their fishery and agricultural pursuits, the 
declared readiness of the British Colum- 
bia Government to guarantee an Imperial 
loan for their removal, should form the 
basis of an arrangement without any such 
demand for interest on the loan as the 
Treasury has made in other proposals, j 
Lord Lothian has, we learn, been much 
interested in the proposal which Mr. Begg 
has made, and promised to give it his full 
consideration. 

'OTTAWA Citizen : The Mail blames Sir ! 
Adolphe Caron for stating as his opinion ! 
at the banquet given in his honour at Vic- 
toria, B. C, that Commercial Union 
would pave the way for annexation. It 
is not very long ago since both the Mail 
and Globe told their readers tint such a 
result would certainly follow a Ooinmer- 
mercial Union arrangement. If the Mail 
and Globe choose to go back on their view s, 
it does not follow that Ministers of the 
Crown should endeavour to emulate them 
in the practise of inconsistency.

For t his purpose l he I m- 
periiil (iovornmenl is asked to make a 
loan sulticiont to place £120 al the dis- 
posal of eaeli family. Tho repayment of 
this loan would, it is represented, be 
guaranteed by tho British Columbia (Jov- 
ernmunt, who would also make every pro- 
vision for the transit and settlement of 
the crofters. This provision would in 
elude i he i ml lit of t he o ilonists, t heir 
transit to tho province and reception 
there, the provision of "locations" on the 
Island of Vancouver, where combined 
farming and lishing operations could bo 
engaged in with ev ery prospect, of suc- 
cess, mid also the general supervision of 
tho Colonies thus established. There are 
many localities on Vancouver Island 
peculiarly suiled to such a Crofter-fisher 
settlement. Surveys have recently been 
made from tile present terminus of the 
Nanaimo and lisquimall Railway through 
tho centre of the island to the extreme 

north, and il is clear that BlllKciotll land 
of value is available for agricultural pur- 
poses.

ONTARIO.

The excitement in Toronto over the 
Central Hunk failure continues. Many of 
tlio shareholders will bo left penniless. 

In tho future all medals for D. R. A. 
matches will ho made by Ellin, of Toron- 
to; badges to bo obtained in England. 

The children of Sealand, who was kill- 
oil in a railroad accident at St. Thomas, 
will receive $15,000 from the Grand 
Trunk. 

Tho average height of the men of tho 
Governor-General's Foot Gusmla, Ottawa, 
is f> foot inches, and chest measurement 
38 inches. 

The Anglican clergymen of Ottawa have 
-decided to co-oporate with ministers of 
other denominations in tho license reduc- 
tion campaign. 

It is reported that Chamberlain will be 
elected for Carleton and hold tho seat for 
a time in order to strengthen his position 
as fisheries commissioner. 

Two Northern & Northwestern freights 
collided at Allandalo. Both engines were 
wrecked. Thos. Moore, driver, is be- 
lieved tn bo fatally injured. 

At a meeting of the presbytery of Lon- 
don held at St. Thomas, Principal Grant 
was unanimously nominated as moderator 
at the next general assembly.

Barnard. 

Tho minutes of tho previous meeting 
woro road and adopted. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From Win. A. Miller, stating that woro 
a sidewalk of six feet width laid on 
Beechy street he would build a house 
there. Referred to street committee. 

From A. DeCosmos withdrawing his 
ift'or of $25 towards laying a sidewalk on 
Government street. 

From W. Walker, secretary of the 
school board, requesting that Spring Ridge 
school (Miss Horton's) bo supplied with 
water. 

From Frank Campbell asking a Christ- 
mas favor to the extent of granting him 
permission to repair the damages done to 
Ins verandah on Government street by a 
rocout runnaway accident. 

Coun. Grant moved that the matter be 
referred to the city surveyor, the chief 
engineer and the lire wardens to ascertain 
the extent of damage to the verandah. 
Carried. 

MOTION. 

Coun. Grant moved the first reading of 
tho by-law governing the election of 
mayor and council. Carried. 

MUll-SCRAl'KK. 

From J. Robertson, presenting an ac- 
count of SHOO for a machine scraper. 

Coun. Styles stated that, as yet, the 
machine had not been a success. 

Referred to the street committee to 
report. 

WATER WORKS AGAIN. 

A bill of $15 was read from Drake, 
Jackson & Holinoken, for advice on the 
water >vorks contract given to Coun. 
Coughlan and Mr. Bullen. 

After some discussion the bill was re- 
ferred to the water works committee to 
report. 

Coun. Pearse hore rose and said all 
through the contention about tho water 
works the committee had been shame- 
fully treated. It had been entirely ignor- 
ed. One member of the council (Coun. 
Higgins) who owns a newspaper, had 
actually stated through the columns of 
that paper that "he" bad taken the mat- 
ter out of the water committee's hands 
and that "he" ought to have done it four 
months before he did. 

Coun. Higgins said lie had not intend- 
ed to speak, but he wished to refute the 
statement of Coun. Pearse. He had 
never made such remarks in or out of the 
paper. What he did say was that if the 
council had taken the matter out 
of the hands of the water commit- 
tee long before it did, there would have 
boon a different state of things. 

His worship stated that as far as the 
bill of Drake, Jackson it Holincken is 
concerned he would neither pay or allow 
it to be paid during his term of office. 

The hill was referred to the water com- 
mittee. 

UBPORTS. 

From the electric light committee say 
ing they had examined the requirements 
of Siii ing Ridge re the application of Mr. 
Henry T. Belmren, asking for two lamps 
for that part of the ridge. Owing to 
topographical features, light from the lire- 
sent lamps does not reach that portion of 
tho city. Taking into consideration the 
number of inhabitants residing on the 
other side of the Ridgo, the committee 
deem it advisable to recommend that as 
soon as wire can be obtained fur 
the extension of the circuit, that one 
lamp be taken from the mast at NorthPark 
street and placed on a suitable mast at or 
near the old Spring Ridge waterworks. An 
improvement had been made in armatures 
for the Sporty dynamos which, if procur- 
ed, would increase the lighting capacity 
of the two that belong to the city works 
by from 20,000 to 32,000 candle power, 
at a cost of about $1, 100. To be added 
to this there would be a charge for wire, 
poles, etc., per mile of about 8350. 
If this improvement were made, 
it would (-liable the council to 
provide several parts of the city with a 
bettor light. The committee visited also 
after night, nearly every part of the city, 
to ascertain the several localities requir- 
ing more light, and in their opinion the 
following districts are entitled to consid- 
eration m this respect: On Spring Ridge, 
two lamps; on Cook and Yates, one lamp; 
on eastern side of town, one lamp; on 
south-eastern side, between Cook and 
Vancouver streets, one lamp; on south 
side, one lamp; on the peninsula toward 
the outer wharf at suitable points, three 
lamps; and on Rock Hay side, two lamps. 
The committee also reported thai during 
the last year about 100 of the Sporty dyna 
mos, of the same pattern as this city pos- 
sesses, have been altered by the improve- 
ment suggested in the report. 

Coun. Higgins drew attention to the 
appalling expense incurred in the consump- 
tion of fuel at. the electric light works. 

Coun. (I rant explained the cause as 
being due to the fact that the proper fuel 
cannot be obtained. 

Conn. Higgins asked what the annual 
cost of running the electric light would 
be .' 

Coun. Grant suid that the cost would he 
under $9,000. 

His worship said the electric light was 
a legacy that was left by the Council of 
1885. If the city wo.ild sell the whole 
thing it would he better. (Laughter.) 

Coun. Grant added to the report that 
wire be purchased to Supply Spring Ridge 
with light. 

Coun. Higgins seconded the adoption 
of the report, which was carried. 

Mli. UAKOHEAVF.H BILL. 

The water works committee reported as 

follows: 

Gentlemen,- Wo beg respectfully to 
leport ill respect of the claim of Mr. Har- 
greaves for remuneration for services as 
engineer of the water works, that wo have 
obtained the opinion of the city barrister 
on the question of said remuneration, 
which is to tho ellect that the appointment 
could not take ellect until it was communi- 
cated to and accepted by him. He took 
no notice of this communication until the 
Bth and then only asked for information. 
( )u the '28th he declined to attend on tho 
ground that he was about to resign and 
on the 5th of April he resigned and ac- 
knowledged that he had not even com- 
menced, work. It may bo doubted whether 
he is entitled to anything, but advise 
that hu be tendered $lnO, without pre- 
judice. 

We beg to recommend that the amount 
of SI BO be bo tendered to Mr. Bargreavea.

Higgins described the condition 
of the inhabitants which was deplorable. 
He hoiied early relief would be given. 

Coun. Grant spoke to the some ellect. 

Coun. Styles was anxious to know how 
the funds stood. 

Oil motion of Coun. Barnard, seconded 
by Coun. Higgins it was finally resolved 
to call for tenders if tho funds would bold 
out. 

HMKLTING WORKS, 

Coun. Higgins handed in a by-law torn 
smelting works, which was laid over for 
action by the next council. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Coun. Higgins said that Coun. Pearse 
had made a statement reflecting on him 
which he could not allow to pass uncon- 
tradicted. The councillor had said that 
he (Coun. Higgins) owned a newspaper, 
and that he had boasted through its col- 
umns that "he" had taken the water 
works out of the hands of the water 
works' committee, and that "he" was sorry 
"he" had not done it before.

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 

Charles Wilkus ami Allan Molrheau Examined 
—Defendants Bound Over to Appear at 
the Next Assizes. 

The examination of witnesses in the 
W. G. Campbell and Or. W. Kennedy 
conspiracy ease was resumed in tho police 
court yesterday morning before Edwin 
Johnson, S.M. Mr. Mills appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr. Pooley. Q.O., 
for defendant Campbell. Charles Wilkes 
was the first witness examined, and said : 
" 1 have boon a ooid minor for 28 years; 
Mr. -Say ward sent for mo and introduced 
mo to Mr. Gabriel; they asked mo to ex- 
plore a mine on Tumbo Island; wont 
there and selected a spot for a shaft; 
when I returned to Victoria told Mr. 
Sayward 1 saw the best indications for 
coal on the island; Mr. Gabriel said to 
me that the Japanese told him the indi- 
cations wore good ; went to Tumbo Island 
in the steamer Hope to sink a shaft; there 
wore nine men at work, and Messrs. 
Campbell, Wilkes, .and Muirhoad arrived 
I here next clay and started to work; 
Tatten came to the shaft where we were 
at work; we started to sink tho shaft on 
'Patten's ground. 

To Mr Mills— 1 did not say what date 
1 went to survey the laud; had a contract 
to sink the shaft at $30 per yard; throw 
up the contract because the moil would 
not work; was not going to work all sum- 
mer for nothing; from the word go the 
company acted the scoundrel towards me; 
Mr. Sayward would not pay me and Hont 
mo to Mr. Gabriel; I don't know anything 
about signing the contract; you will gut 
very little out of nio. 

Allan Muirhoad, #worn, said: I know 
all parties connected with this case; went 
to Tumbo Island on 3rd May with Wilkes 
and Kennedy; Campbell loft us at Clover 
Point; on the 5th we reached the island; 
after arriving there I marked a tree and 
Mr. Wilkes said it. was the best place to 
sink a shaft; in the evening Tatten came 
to the tout and Wilkes asked him to look 
at t In: shaft ; Tat ten said he wanted tho 
lines changed and the shaft would then be 
on his (Tatten's) property; Tatten said if 
they could afford to pay "Kennedy 8-1,000 
they could pay him 81 ,000 for sinking the 
shaft; we went for Mr. Campbell 'ill 
Thursday; did not get him; on Monday 
t hey brought Campbell; Tatten showed 
me his boundary post and his line; the 
,-astern line was cut through the bush; the 
shaft Mas about a chain and a half 
outside Tatten's line ; we started 
surveying and Mr. Campbell was chief 
surveyor; next morning Tatten told 
II that he wanted the lilies 
further easl ; he said "I have 
right on the island and will have 
i where I like ; " ho finished the 
tnd before ho left Tatten came to 
the tent and said ho wanted 81000 before 
lu- would allow the company to sink on 
Ins land; Campbell said he might got 
81200 or 8300; Tatten said he .vould not 
lake less than 850(1. Tatten also said the 
company did not use him right, and he 
was going to make them pay; they had no 
water on their land, and he was going to 
make them pay for water; we returned to 
Victoria; Campbell called a meeting of 
the company; 1 was present; Mr. Camp- 
bell told the company that Tatten wanted 
$500. Wilkes corroborated Mr. Camp- 
bell's statement and said the best indi- 
cations for coal existed on the island. 
Mr. Gabriel asked me to draw up the 
agreement with Mr. Tatten; I returned 
to the island with Mr. Campbell and ten 
others; we laid out the shaft and Mr. 
Campbell told Tatten to come down, the 
company wished to seo him; Tatten told 
Wilkes not to start work on the shaft be- 
fore he returned from Victoria; when 
1 returned to Victoria, Campbell asked 
me to take the agreement to 
Mr. Sayward's office ; the company held 
a meeting, and there were present Messrs. 
Hall, Sayward, Gabriel, Tatten and my- 
self ; Mr. Gabriel told Tatten the com- 
pany had no right to pay Tatten $500 ; 
Tatton became angry and said ho would 
go back ; finally they agreed to pay 8600, 
and the agreement was signed: 1 went 
int., the outer offico to insert a clause 
regarding timber foi mining purposes; 
Mr. Gabriel followed me and said that he 
wanted In gel even oil 'fatten who could 
neither read or write; ho asked wit ness 
to insert a clause, giving the company all 
the timber they required; I refused to in- 
sert the clause; Mr. Gabriel left the 
meeting in company with Mr. Tatten; I 
went to Capt. Clarke's store with Mr. 
Campbell; after leaving Capt. Clarke's we 
met Mr. Tatten; the latter was shaking a 
cheque and said hu had $500 from the 
company and intended to get $500 more; 
Tatten asked witness to identify him at the 
liank : I did nol care aboul going and 
told Tatten to ask Mr. Campbell to 
identify him ; Campbell came from the 
ik aboul live minutes before Tatten;
